Inoted, of not returning backe again from the 
of righteouſnes, to live vnto f1n. Butheere 
now the ſpeeches which are vſcd be very effe- 
Quall to.expreſſe & to open vnto vs this whole 
matter. As the olde man,crucified,the bodie of 
-finne aboliſhed, andthe ſeruice of finne from 
which we are freed, Firſt, what is it which hee 
callerh our old man?This you mult ynderſtand, 
orclſe you ſhall not attaine tothe doftrine of 
the Apoſtle. Iris neyther the effence ofour 
foule nor body , which is called rhe old man: 
burthe corrupt qualities, As alſo the new man 
$inthe pure & yncorrupted qualities: as whe 

wearewilledto pur off the old man,and to pur 
onthe new man: itisa ſpeech borrowed from 

the putting off and on'of garments:forthe put- 

0g offthe old man,is as the putting off a molt 

fikhy garment: the putting onthe new man,is 


as the putting on of a pure and clean garment. 


Then further we muſt note, why it is called a 
man,our old man:and that is becauſethe filthy 
corruption hath by nature ouerſpread all parts 


ofman,both within and without. Allthe pow- 


ers and faculties of the ſoule, and all the partes 
ofthe body are defiled:(o that there is nothing 
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purcinman,a9 he is in himſelfe by nature, The 
power and dominion of finne hath gottenthe 
maſtery ouer all that isjn man. Forthis cauſe 
allo, cuen asthe naturall of man hath di- 
uerſe members,ſo there are alcribed members 


tothe old man,as when he ſairh, ſortifie there-. 


fore your earthly members, Coloſ. 3, Andthen re- 


coneth vp particularly thoſe members of the

nerOſhe death is noted, by which this ourold 


corruption of ſinne is {laine, reaching withall 
that it is not crucified, but' in the croſle of 
Chriſt;forhe ſaith, With hims. This our oldman 
will retaine his foxce and power vntill hee be 
laine;itisnot in man. to come out of the bon- 
dage of his natiue corruption, vptil itbe woun- 
dedtodeathzand nothing there is that can gue 
that deadly ſtroke vato it, but onely the death 
ofChriſt:wherfore it is ſaidto be crucified with 
him. When a man is in Chriſt,and ſothe efſi- 
cacy of Cariſts death hath crucified his old mi, 
yerthere is {till a body of finne, there dothre- 
maine that whole dead carkafſe, though not 
with the force'and dominion it had before, 
which daylic by lictle andlimale is confumed& 
aboliſhed; for ſo the words of the Apolile are,

- 1 res bebe are fully delivered from 
itſo Im they liue in this world:for you may 
the great Apoſtle cryeth out tou- 
ing himſelfe, O wretched man that Iam! who 
ſhall deliner me from this body of death? Roms. 7.24. 
Thisflaine body of finne doth hill annoy al the 
faithfull(but as he ueth thanks there) we ſhal 
beefully delivered by Chriſt Ieſus our Lord. 
Nowefolloweth the end why our old man is 
crucified, namely, that henceforth wee ſhould 
not ſeruc fin. By nature we are all in bondage,
